TAX BOMBSHELL 

Tory councillor who sits on finance panel owes £1.7k council tax

An Epsom and Ewell borough 
councillor owed almost £1,700 in 
council tax when he was elected 
last summer, the Epsom 
Guardian can reveal. 

Omer Kokou-Tchri was sent a li¬ 
ability order for council tax ar¬ 
rears of £1,695.69 - granted by 
Redhill Magistrates’ Court - on 
May 27,2015. 

On May 7 he was elected as a 
Conservative councillor to repre¬ 
sent College ward on the borough 
council. 

Coun Kokou-Tchri, who lost his 
house and his full-time job as a re¬ 
sult of the situation, came for¬ 
ward after it was revealed he had 
excused himself from voting in 
council meetings in June and 
September. 

Under Section 106 of the Local 


Government Finance Act 1992, 
councillors with outstanding 
council tax payments are not al¬ 
lowed to vote on financial mat¬ 
ters. Despite this, he sits on the 
council’s Financial policy panel. 

Arrears of £1,695.69 amounts to 
about a year’s worth of council 
tax for a mid-band property with¬ 
in the Epsom and Ewell borough. 

Coun Kokou-Tchri claimed 
Epsom and Ewell Council had the 
right to claim tax against the 
value of his home, but after it was 
repossessed in May 2009 it 
stopped seeking payment - until 
he was elected last summer. 

He said he has requested infor¬ 
mation on “numerous occasions”, 
statements and data on his debt 
from the council - but he has been 
faced with a “wall of silence”. 

He said: “I am mindful of this 
unfortunate situation we have 
found ourselves in and this could 
happen to anyone. 

“I am working hard so 


something like this never hap¬ 
pens to anyone again in Epsom.” 

Although he has offered some of 
his allowance as a councillor to 
repay the debt, Coun Kokou-Tchri 
maintains he should not have to 
pay council tax arrears older than 
six years. 

He said: “My household feels we 
do not have to pay more than six 
year old debt because the Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Council didn’t 
bother to apply for the money 
they were themselves so deter¬ 
mined to collect. 

“My household and I couldn’t 
comprehend why our concerns 
are still continuing without con¬ 
structive and fair end so far. 

“We are still being punished for 
having owned a house even 
though we have lost it already. 

“Daring to own a house is not 
something wrong. Having an 
aspiration for your family is not 
something wrong, is it?” 

Jonathan Isaby, chief executive 


of the Taxpayers’ Alliance criti¬ 
cised Coun Kokou-Tchri, saying 
councillors are supposed to set 
good examples. 

He said: “Ordinary taxpayers 
are entitled to ask why their elect¬ 
ed representatives think they’re 
above the law. 

“If councillors are falling be¬ 
hind perhaps it's worth asking if 
the delays are because council tax 
is simply too high?” 

An Epsom and Ewell Council 
spokesman said: “It’s only right 
that all residents who use the ser¬ 
vices of the borough council, the 
police and the county council, in¬ 
cluding the fire service, con¬ 
tribute, when they are able to so, 
to the cost of those services. 

“The council has a legal duty to 
collect council tax and will take 
all necessary actions to collect un¬ 
paid council tax, no matter who 
the individual, including using 
the full range of legal powers 
available.”

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Unpaid bills lead 
to repossession 
of social club 

PLAYGROUPS, church groups and youth 
projects in Leatherhead have been dis¬ 
placed after Mole Valley District Council 
repossessed a social club because of un¬ 
paid bills this month. 

The council took back the lease on 
North Leatherhead Community Club in 
Kingston Road, Leatherhead on Sunday, 
January 17. 

A Facebook group announced the news 
to its 489 friends. 

North Leatherhead Community Asso¬ 
ciation (NCLA) had managed the commu¬ 
nity centre since it opened - more than 30 
years ago. 

While the centre is closed Mole Valley 
District Council has set up agreements 
with other groups which use the cen¬ 
tre, including St Giles Playgroup and 
Nursery, Leatherhead Youth Project and 
Churches Together in Leatherhead. 

The NCLA posted on its Facebook page: 
“It is with great sadness that we have to 
inform our members that the club is now 
permanently closed. 

“Unfortunately over the last eighteen 
months due to lack of use, we have been 
unable to pay our bills and the council 
have repossessed the building.” 

A friend of the Facebook group said: 
“There must be something we can do as a 
community Lottery money? Local celebs? 
Chelsea FC?” 

Ann O’Dell wrote: “That’s a shame. All 
the hard work that’s gone in there over 
the years and the work my old dad put 
into it when it first got up and running. 
Sad times but many happy memories.” 

A Facebook group - NLCC What hap¬ 
pens next? - has been set up for people to 
post ideas for the centre’s future.

A BANSTEAD teenager whose 
rare stomach condition means 
she can not eat or drink is 
fundraising for a £30,000 sur¬ 
gery which she hopes will al¬ 
low her to enjoy Sunday roasts 
and friends’ birthday parties.

Bereaved parents on a ‘tortuous journey’ as baby dies from undetected pneumonia 

It took too long to help my wife’

A FAMILY was subjected to a “tor¬ 
tuous journey” when their baby 
girl died from undetected pneu¬ 
monia within a day of being born, 
a coroner heard. 

Raluchukwu Olivia Okam died 
at Kingston Hospital after her 
mother, Chinwe, was summoned 
back to the hospital’s maternity 
department in the early hours 
of February 28, 2015, following 
a series of increasingly worried 
phone calls. 

Mrs Okam had been sent home 
the day before with a ruptured 
amniotic membrane, though she 
was not in labour. 

Her husband, Christopher 
Okam, of Juniper Close, Chessing- 
ton, told West London Coroner’s 


Court: “Her situation developed 
and it was obvious to everyone 
that it wasn’t going as normal or 
as smoothly as it should be.” 

The couple waited nearly an 
hour for her to be seen, even 
though Mrs Okam was vomiting 
in reception. It would emerge too 
late that she was carrying a group 
B streptococcus bacteria that in¬ 
fected her baby. 

Hours later, having received 
no intravenous antibiotics or flu¬ 
ids following tests which showed 
baby Raluchukwu’s heart rate to 
be “suspicious”, and a blood test 
showing low oxygen levels, Mrs 
Okam had a caesarean section. 

Though doctors tried to resus¬ 
citate her immediately after she 
was delivered, Raluchukwu died. 

Obstetrician Andrew Pooley 
said there was a window of oppor¬ 
tunity for administering IV an¬ 
tibiotics, but could not say if the 


outcome for Raluchukwu, who he 
said was a “tragically, profoundly 
ill” baby, would have been differ¬ 
ent if Mrs Okam had been given 
the drugs. 

Midwife Patricia Guvi, since 
retired, said it was normal for a 
mother to be sent home following 
a ruptured membrane until the 
rupture became prolonged. 

She said if it was known a preg¬ 
nant woman carried the group B 
streptococcus bacteria, and her 
membrane ruptured, that woman 
would not be sent home. 

Mr Okam added: “There were a 
lot of things that didn’t go quite as 
well as they should have gone, and 
I still think of my daughter. 

“This was a baby who was grow¬ 
ing in her mother’s womb who 
didn’t have any problems.” 

Senior coroner Chinyere In- 
yama said the Okams had suffered 
a “tortuous journey”. 


He added: “She [Mrs Okam] 
returned on February 28, after 
prolonged rupture of her mem¬ 
branes. 

“Cannulation was difficult and 
delayed intravenous antibiotics 
were not given. The deceased 
passed away very shortly after her 
birth.” 

Mr Okam, who was with his 
wife at the inquest, said: “It took 
too long for someone higher up, 
someone more professional to 
come to my wife’s aid.” 

Mr Inyama told the family it 
would be very difficult to draw 
the line after losing a child but he 
hoped the inquest process helps 
them come to terms with what 
happened to their baby 

The inquest was held at West 
London Coroner’s Court on Tues¬ 
day. 

The coroner concluded that Ra¬ 
luchukwu died of natural causes.

Even where we 
have multiple contacts about 
one issue, we always try to 
provide an individual re¬ 
sponse and say sorry to those 
customers affected.”

MORE than £6,000 has been 
raised in just ten days for the 
family of Epsom teenager 
Dominic Bernard who was 
murdered in Guyana. 

His aunt Ann Paul Gobder- 
han set up a GoFundMe page 
on Friday, January 15 to help 
Mr Bernard’s parents Linda 
and Andrew with air fares, 
accommodation, funeral par¬ 
lour and legal fees. 

As of Monday, January 25, 
£6,167 had been raised. 

Mr Bernard’s parents flew 
out to Guyana last week, 
where they attended a court 
hearing and thanked local 
people for holding candle¬ 
light vigils and for their sup¬ 
port. 

Mr Bernard’s body was 
found in a shallow grave 
on Friday, January 8 after 
he went missing in October 
2015, shortly after travelling 
to the South American coun¬ 
try to explore his Guyanese 
heritage and his love for pho¬ 


tography and filmmaking. 

Five people have since been 
charged in connection with 
the aspiring filmmaker’s 
murder - including his god- 
brother, Aaron Hing, 22, and 
23-year-old Staymon George. 

Friends and family have 
also been leaving tributes on 
Ms Gobderhan’s GoFundMe 
page. 

Devika Persaud wrote: 
“My deepest condolences to 
the Bernard family. 

“May God continue to give 
you the strength and support 


you need to get through this. 

“If my heart is so broken 
after hearing of your son I 
cannot imagine what you 
guys are going through. 

“Heaven has gained anoth¬ 
er angel. I’m so sorry for your 
loss.” 

Lauren Faye Pollard Forde 
wrote: “My deepest sympa¬ 
thy to the Bernard family 

“May your son rest in 
peace. God bless you all.” 

Bibi Hodge Shaw wrote: 
“May God give the family 
strength in this time of sor¬ 


row and pray that those that 
took his life so callously pay 
for their sins and the unjust 
way of treating someone 
they were supposed to take 
care of. 

“May God be your family at 
this time as you grieve.” 

His aunt wrote: “The UK 
authorities are accommodat¬ 
ing in minor ways, but not 
assisting in any way finan¬ 
cially 

“We are a fun and loving 
family, and we will do any¬ 
thing for anyone. Now is the 
time that we need to show 
our support for Linda and 
Andrew.

Is shoe clue the key 

NIKE shoe prints left on 
the bonnets of keyed and 
scratched cars in Banstead 
may be the vital clue in iden¬ 
tifying a gang of vandals. 

Surrey Police are investi¬ 
gating at least eight incidents 
of cars being vandalised in 
and around Garratts Lane, 
Banstead between October 2 
and Sunday, January 10.

PROPOSED increases in 
parking charges in Epsom 
have been slammed as extor¬ 
tionate and excessive by busi¬ 
nesses ahead of a final vote 
on the planned rises next 
month. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council’s Environment Com¬ 
mittee unanimously gave 
provisional approval last 
week for plans to increase 
the cost of parking in coun¬ 
cil-run car parks. 

The proposals will be de¬ 
cided as part of a wider re¬ 
view of fees and charges at 
a full council meeting on 
Thursday, February 11. 

The cost of parking for up 
to six hours in the Ashley 
Centre in Epsom could rise 
from £10 to £12 if councillors 
approve the changes. 

The council says the chang¬ 
es are necessary to fund im¬ 
provements in its car parks 
across the borough. 

Earlier this month it 
emerged the council would 


need to save £lm more than 
the £2.3m originally antici¬ 
pated over the next four years 
due to Government cuts to lo¬ 
cal authorities. 

Business owners in the Ep¬ 
som shopping centre believe 
the proposed increases will 
drive shoppers away from the 
town. 

Joseph Adu, 31, branch 
manager at Jones Bootmak¬ 
ers, said: “I think it is ridicu¬ 
lous and extortionate. That’s 
central London prices. 

“It is quite expensive for a 


shopping centre already.” 

Katie Williams, 18, a hair 
stylist at Regis, said clients 
already complain about the 
cost of parking in the centre. 

She said: “If they’re going 
up that will probably put 
more strain on the clients 
and some of the girls who 
work here.” 

Lala Ribeiro, 43, a waitress 
at Cafe Moka on the outside 
of the centre disagreed. 

She said: “I think we’ll still 
get our regular customers 
every day” 


The Ashley Centre’s gen¬ 
eral manager David Beddows 
said: “We do believe this will 
have a detrimental effect on 
our retailers and ultimate¬ 
ly on the whole town centre 
as this significant hike in 
parking costs is very likely 
to make people think twice 
before parking and shopping 
in Epsom.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
council said: “These chang¬ 
es are designed as part of a 
longer term strategy to pro¬ 
mote Hook Road as a long 
term stay car park, Upper 
High Street and Depot Road 
as long to medium term park¬ 
ing options, Ashley Centre 
as a medium to short term 
car park and Town Hall and 
Hope Lodge as short term car 
parks. 

“Until April 2016, all coun¬ 
cil car park charges will have 
been static for two years and 
some charges will not have 
been increased for four years. 

“The council will be en¬ 
gaging with local businesses 
over the coming few months 
to inform a six month review 
of future car park fees and 
charges setting.”

A MAN who smashed a glass 
in a woman’s face before at¬ 
tacking a man who helped 
her has been jailed for 16 
months. 

Lawrence Francis, 52, from 
Great Tattenhams, Epsom, 
pleaded guilty to two counts 
of assault at Croydon Crown 
Court on Monday. 

Francis had been drinking 
in The Melbourne pub on 
Manor Road, Wallington, on 
July 31 when he attacked the 
woman, 32, leaving her with a 
two-inch cut to the face. 

The force of the impact 
caused her to fall over and 
cut her knee. 

Both wounds required 
stitches. 

Paramedics were called to 
the pub to deal with the inci¬ 
dent. 

The court heard that Fran¬ 
cis then punched a 46-year- 
old man who came to help the 
woman and, when he fell on 
the floor, kicked him in the 
face. 

The victim needed 20 
stitches for a three-inch cut 
above his eye. 

Francis told police he had 
only meant to throw a drink 
over the woman to get back 
at her for throwing one over 
him. 

He also claimed he attacked 
the other man in self-defence. 

Francis was jailed for 16 
months by the court.

A TADWORTH student was 
shocked when she choked 
on a small crab lurking in 
her Chinese takeaway - and 
she claims the Epsom restau¬ 
rant that served her has not 
apologised. 

Megan Taylor, 19, of Chet¬ 
wode Road, Tadworth, or¬ 
dered garlic mussels from 
China Chef, one of which 
contained a crab about the 
size of a fingernail. 

Her boyfriend, Aaron Far¬ 
rington, 19, said: “We were 
sitting down to eat our meal 
and Megan started choking. 

“She then spat out this 
little crab that was in her 
mussel. 

“Even though it’s quite 
small it caused her to choke 
because it’s got a hard shell. 

“I then rang China Chef, 
where we got it from, and I 
didn’t even get an apology. 

“All they said was they 
weren’t to know. 

“And they asked me, ‘What 


do you want me to do about 
it?’.” 

China Chef - which has a 
Food Standards Agency hy¬ 
giene rating of zero out of 
five - said a refund had been 
offered, but maintained it 
was not at fault. 

A China Chef spokes¬ 
man said: “Our supplier is 
from New Zealand - if they 
checked everything and still 
didn’t know anything was 
wrong we’re sorry to hear 


that. We’ve offered a refund 
for the garlic mussels and 20 
per cent off their next order 
but the customer is still not 
satisfied. 

“It’s very reasonable to 
offer them a refund for the 
mussel dish and if this still 
didn’t solve the problem then 
we are afraid we could not of¬ 
fer more than we should.” 

China Chef is based in 
East Street, Epsom.

A LEATHERHEAD man was 
jailed for 10 years on Mon¬ 
day for his part, along with a 
number of men, in sexually 
abusing a woman in Redhill. 

James Wilson, 36, of King¬ 
ston Road, was found guilty 
by jury on two counts of oral 
rape of a woman in her twen¬ 
ties in October 2014. 

Two others were sen¬ 
tenced to a total of 30 years 
in prison for the systematic 
sexual abuse. 

The victim was abused 
over a five-day period after 
28-year-old Charlie Jones, 
from Redhill, entered her 
home under false pretences. 

He later invited various 
men who also abused her, 
inflicting serious internal 
injuries. 

The victim gained the 
courage to call police on the 
fifth day of abuse and Jones 
was arrested a short time 
later. He was charged and re¬ 
manded in custody 


Jones was jailed for 20 
years after being found 
guilty of rape, assault by 
penetration, sexual assault, 
criminal damage and as¬ 
sault. 

Joseph Noye, 27, from Bill- 
inghurst, was found guilty of 
oral rape, sexual assault and 
criminal damage - receiving 
a 10-year sentence. 

Other than Noye’s guilty 
plea to criminal damage, 
all three denied all charges 
on April 28 and were found 
guilty by a jury. 


A 22-year-old man was 
sentenced in December after 
being found guilty of theft 
of the victim’s mobile phone 
and tablet, while three other 
men were acquitted. 

Detective Constable Ben 
Andreas said: “This was a 
complex and lengthy inves¬ 
tigation and I welcome the 
sentences passed. 

“The offences these men 
committed against their 
victim were horrific, and 
although the sentences will 
never take away the trauma 


the woman experienced, I 
hope they go some way to 
help her move on with her 
life. 

“I hope the lengthy sen¬ 
tences passed to these of¬ 
fenders will encourage any 
victim of sexual assault or 
abuse to report their ordeal 
to police so they can be in¬ 
vestigated thoroughly.”

MP admits 
to using 
poppers 

CRISPIN Blunt told MPs 
he’s a user of poppers in a 
House of Commons debate 
on whether to make the sale 
of the drug illegal. 

An amendment to exclude 
the drug from the Psychoac¬ 
tive Substances Bill was vot¬ 
ed down by 309 votes to 228. 

Poppers are especially pop¬ 
ular among gay men, and are 
used to prepare for sex and 
enhance sexual pleasure. 

Mr Blunt, the Conservative 
MP for Reigate, announced 
he was gay in 2010. 

He said to the chamber: 
“There are some times when 
something is proposed which 
becomes personal to you. 

“And you realise the Gov¬ 
ernment is about to do some¬ 
thing fantastically stupid. 
Then one has a duty to speak 
up. I out myself as a popper 
user. I would be directly af¬ 
fected by this legislation.” 

Under the Psychoactive 
Substances Bill no-one would 
be breaking the law by pos¬ 
sessing poppers, but anyone 
selling it would be subject to 
criminal charges. 

The legislation would in¬ 
troduce a blanket ban on 
the production, distribution, 
sale and supply of so-called 
designer drugs.

AN EPSOM mother has blast¬ 
ed a major car company after 
her five-week-old car “explod¬ 
ed” in her driveway, endan¬ 
gering a baby, two dogs and 
four adults on Wednesday 
night. 

Charlotte Cole, 46, was 
forced to escape her home 
along with her partner Bar¬ 
ry Smith, and their dog Os¬ 
car, six alongside the couple 
above them and their one- 
year-old son, after her new 
Renault Captur burst into 
flames. 

An off-duty firefighter who 
was passing by the house 
helped them to safety from 
their garden. 

Just ten more minutes and 
the fire would have spread to 
the house, according to fire¬ 
fighters. 

Crews from Epsom and 
Banstead fire station were 
called to the blaze in Upper 
Court Road, Epsom, which 
took place at about 5.10pm 


last Wednesday, January 20. 

The firefighters left the 
property at about 6.10pm. 

Nobody was hurt but the 
front windows of the house 
shattered and Ms Cole’s new 
car was destroyed. 

Renault is co-operating 
with Ms Cole’s insurance 
company to investigate what 
happened, and said it was 
unaware of any similar in¬ 
cidents happening to its ve¬ 
hicles. 

Ms Cole said: “I bought my 
brand spanking new car on 


December 11 from Renault 
Wilsons - it was lovely. 

“I had no problems whatso¬ 
ever. I loved my car.” 

But Ms Cole’s love affair 
with her new car abruptly 
ended when it looked like it 
burst into flames. 

She said: “I thought some¬ 
one was banging at the door, 
but it was the car. 

“The whole car was just 
well ablaze.” 

Wilsons car dealership in 
Kiln Lane, Epsom, offered Ms 
Cole, a receptionist at a doc¬ 


tor’s surgery in Ewell, a re¬ 
placement car while she has 
her insurance claim sorted 
and gets a new mode of trans¬ 
port. 

But Ms Cole is still seeking 
answers from Renault. 

She said: “Renault has an 
awful lot to answer for. 

“I could have been in the 
car. It doesn’t bear thinking 
about. 

“The fire brigade told me, 
another ten minutes and the 
house would have gone.” 

Surrey Fire and Rescue are 
currently carrying out an in¬ 
vestigation into the cause of 
the fire. 

Insurers have launched an 
investigation as well and are 
consulting Renault’s techni¬ 
cal team. 

A spokesman from Renault 
UK said: “The customer has 
been in contact with our 
customer relations team re¬ 
garding this, so Renault UK 
is aware of the issue. 

“Renault UK is not aware 
of any similar incidents oc¬ 
curring and it is able to pro¬ 
vide the services of its tech¬ 
nical team to the insurance 
company to investigate.”

Wall hanging of palace 
unveiled at town hall

A WATERCOLOUR wall hanging 
of arguably Henry VIII’s grand¬ 
est building project was unveiled 
at the launch of a bid for funding 
to improve a historic park on 
Monday night. 

A print of Joris Hoefnagel’s 
1572 watercolour of Nonsuch Pal¬ 
ace was revealed at Epsom Town 
Hall on Monday. 

The unveiling coincided with 
the launch of the Nonsuch Park 
Joint Management Committee’s 
project to apply for Heritage Lot¬ 
tery funding to improve the park 
and enhance the public’s knowl¬ 


edge of Nonsuch Palace. 

The group do not know how 
much they need because they 
have not finalised the work yet. 

Construction on the palace 
started in 1538 on a site between 
Epsom and Sutton and took sev¬ 
eral years to complete. 

Nonsuch Palace would have 
cost more than £100 million 
if built today, and Henry VIII 
hoped it would rival Francis I of 
France’s Chateau de Chambord. 

It was razed to the ground by 
Barbara, Countess of Castle- 
maine, mistress of Charles II, 
around 1682-3. 

Mike Teasdale, the chairman 
of Nonsuch Park Joint Manage¬ 
ment Committee, believes the 
project could greatly improve 


the area, if the committee’s bid is 
successful. 

He said on Tuesday: “Last 
night was only the first step in a 
relatively long-term project, but 
I’m excited about it. 

“So many people think the 
park is wonderful to walk around 
and I truly believe Nonsuch Pal¬ 
ace is a little gem.” 

The wall hanging has been 
loaned to the council by the Lord 
of the Manor of Nonsuch, Dr 
Tim Carter, and can be viewed at 
Epsom Town Hall. 

Members of the public are 
welcome to view the hanging of 
Nonsuch Palace by Joris Hoef- 
nagel but are asked to contact the 
Town Hall in advance to make an 
appointment. 


Orchestra’s tribute to founder 


THE Epsom Symphony Or¬ 
chestra will dedicate their next 
concert on March 5 at Epsom 
Playhouse to the memory of 
their founder and former conduc¬ 
tor John Clifford Gale, who died 
on December 27. 

Mr Gale formed the orchestra 
in 1951 after joining the RAF Cen¬ 
tral Band at the age of 18, where 
he became the youngest RAF 
bandmaster. 

His sister Gwendoline Gale 
said: “He said he wanted 
Epsom to have an orchestra and 
he would conduct it.” 

Ms Gale went on to become a 
professional violinist in the BBC 
Symphony Orchestra, and her 
sister became a cellist in the Phil¬ 
harmonic Orchestra. 


EPSOM and Ewell borough coun¬ 
cil’s budget slashing means coun¬ 
cillors were set to debate how 
much money they give to charity 
and a hike in fees and charges for 
residents on Thursday evening. 

High up on the council’s social 
committee meeting agenda is to 
address its current level of sup¬ 
port for voluntary organisations. 

It currently gives money to the 
Citizens’ Advice Bureau (CAB) 
and Voluntary Action Mid-Sur¬ 
rey (VAMS).

Mr Gale conducted the Ep¬ 
som Symphony Orchestra for 20 
years, and founded and conduct¬ 
ed the Nonsuch Opera Group, 
before moving to Northamp¬ 
tonshire to found the Midland 
Philharmonic Orchestra. He is 
survived by his second wife, Car¬ 
oline Gale, and three children. 


Residents’ Association coun¬ 
cillor Neil Dallen said although 
he was happy with the level of 
contribution to CABs, he would 
ask for clarification as to what 
VAMS does and how effective it 
is. 

Coun Dallen also said the fees 
the social committee are respon¬ 
sible for - like cemetery fees and 
those levied at social centres - 
are likely to rise by six per cent, 
which he called “reasonable and 
necessary”. 


Homeless 
units tabled 

WHETHER or not to build nine 
temporary accommodation units 
for homeless people in Epsom 
was due to be discussed at a coun¬ 
cil meeting on Wednesday 

Despite costing the council an 
estimated £373,500, the proposal 
was put forward, in part, because 
it was believed it would save 
money in the long run on nightly 
paid emergency accommodation. 

A property at 1-3 Blenheim 
Road would be renovated to pro¬ 
vide nine new single-bed units. 

In the meeting agenda it is also 
proposed the plan would improve 
the quality of life not just of the 
most vulnerable in Epsom and 
Ewell, but that of all residents. 

Labour councillor Kate Chinn 
said the current stock of accom¬ 
modation for the homeless is in¬ 
sufficient, with some people sent 
as far as Thornton Heath. 

The current stock of 98 units 
was described in the agenda as 
‘insufficient’ to meet the require¬ 
ments for the council in its stat¬ 
utory duties to homeless people. 

Also to be discussed on Wednes¬ 
day was a proposal to find some 
use for Horton Chapel, which has 
been described in previous meet¬ 
ings as a ‘derelict eyesore’. 

A number of projects have 
been proposed, including reno¬ 
vating it for office space.

EPSOM and St Helier NHS 
Trust is not doing enough 
to prepare for future patient 
influxes despite record num¬ 
bers of admissions, cam¬ 
paigners have claimed. 

Epsom and St Helier hos¬ 
pitals admitted more than 
896,230 patients for treated 
treatment last year, 11,000 
more than in 2014. There 
were 146,842 urgent cases 
in accident and emergency 
departments, with 31,270 of 
those coming by ambulance. 

Dave Ash, a founding mem¬ 
ber of Keep Our St Helier 
Hospital (KOSHH), said the 
NHS trust “needs to be de¬ 
manding more money” to 
cope with future pressures. 

He said: “Let’s not forget 
that early 2015 saw a massive 
increase in A&E attendances 
over the winter period, for 
which the tariff paid to trusts 
actually decreases per pa¬ 
tient, once a certain number 
of patients have been seen. 

“Essentially, this means 


that the hospital is being fi¬ 
nancially punished for treat¬ 
ing ‘too many’ people. 

“The local clinical commis¬ 
sioning group and the trust’s 
own projections foresee an 
increase in demand by 2020, 
which will require an extra 
300 beds in addition to the ex¬ 
isting 1,200 or so in order to 
maintain current capacity. 

Trust chief executive Dan¬ 
iel Elkeles said the trust had 
recruited 303 nurses since 
April 2015 to keep up with the 
rise in patient numbers. 


He added: “We are really 
proud of the work we do - our 
staff and volunteers are dedi¬ 
cated to making sure that our 
patients are well cared for 
and their friends and family 
are supported. 

“With such high demand 
for our services, I am delight¬ 
ed to say that the hard work 
is paying off. 

“I would like to thank all 
of our staff and volunteers 
for their hard work during 
the course of the past 12 
months - despite the high 


number of patients using our 
services; their commitment 
to the cause has ensured we 
can continue to provide high 
quality, compassionate care. 

“Although 2015 was a very 
busy year, we’re expecting to 
see a further increase in the 
number of patients coming 
to us this year, and look for¬ 
ward to the challenge. 

Figures published by the 
Royal College of Nursing this 
month showed there were 399 
empty nursing posts at the 
trust last summer, a vacancy 
rate of 22 per cent. 

Last month the hospitals 
ran out of beds for a day as a 
winter vomiting bug hit and 
in the same week - on three 
occasions - the trust only had 
one bed available for patients 
in adult social care. 

In November a Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission report found 
a number of concerns in the 
way the hospitals critical 
care units were run. 

The trust was forced to 
draft in help from St George’s 
Hospital in Tooting to im¬ 
prove its service. 

A report from St George’s 
is expected in February.

Police engaged emergency 
powers to disperse groups of 
two or more people on Tol- 
worth, Chessington and the 
Epsom border on January 16 
and 17. 

The weekend prior to the 
dispersal order being en¬ 
forced - on Saturday, Janu¬ 
ary 9 - a 16-year-old boy had 
his white Lexmoto motorbike 
stolen by a gang of youths. 

He was threatened with 
a knife and punched in the 
stomach in Hogsmill Way, 
West Ewell. 

Four teenagers were ar¬ 
rested in relation to the 
crime. Two of the four aged 

13 and 17 have been released 
on bail until February 20. A 

14 year-old and 15 year-old 
are on bail until February 22. 

Prior to the order being 
made, a police superinten¬ 
dent said: “Members of the 
public have been intimidat¬ 
ed, harassed, alarmed or dis¬ 
tressed in public places and 
that anti-social behaviour is 
significant and a persistent 
problem in that area.”

Disturbing

Perhaps Chris Grayling could 
explain the full costs to Britain 
of an EU exit and if he foresees 
any difficulties rebuilding lost 
trade in more distant parts of 
the world.

Traffic chaos

Sir Ian McKellen is leading the way in 
a star-studded Shakespeare on Film 
season at the British Film Institute to 
mark 400 years since the 
playwright's death. 

The Shakespearean actor, 76, who 
adapted and starred in an acclaimed 
1995 version of Richard III which 
shot across London at locations 
including Eltham Palace, helped 
launch the BFI's season which fea¬ 
tures 40 films and 25 events at BFI 
Southbank and more at cinemas 
around the country. 

Speaking at a launch event at BFI 
Southbank on Monday, Sir Ian said 
there were difficulties taking 
Shakespeare from the theatre to the 
screen but they can be overcome. 

He said: "If you see a film, you want 
it to be great cinema over great 
Shakespeare. And of course, the 
plays still remain. I think everyone 
should do whatever they like with 
Shakespeare." 

Describing the Bard's legacy as a 
'hydra-headed brand', Sir Ian said: 
"Shakespeare is more than just plays 
in the theatre. 

"Baz Luhrmann's adaptation of 


Romeo and Juliet is immensely 
theatrical but totally cinematic and 
slashed text but the essence of 
Shakespeare is in there." 

Head curator of the BFI's national 
archive Robin Baker introduced the 
wide-ranging programme. 

He said: "Although Shakespeare 
died 400 years ago, there is no other 
writer who has had a greater impact 
on cinema. In a way, the numbers 
speak for themselves. If you look up 
Shakespeare on IMDB it comes up 
with 1,120 credits." 

He added: "Live theatre offers 
something that is clearly immediate 
and very intimate between the audi¬ 
ence and the people on stage yet 
film can offer a very different kind of 
intimacy and complicity with the 
audience by the advantage of having 
the close-up." 

Shakespeare on Film runs from 
March 31 to May 31 and features a 
who's who of cinema, with features 
directed by and starring the likes of 
Laurence Olivier, Roman Polanski, 
Orson Welles, Kenneth Branagh, 
Maggie Smith, Judi Dench, Gus Van 
Sant and Heath Ledger. 


Among the events is an exhibition 
remembering Olivier's 1948 version 
of Hamlet, a series of restored silent 
shorts played alongside specially- 
composed music and television pre¬ 
views including BBC2's The Hollow 
Crown: The Wars of the Roses, Henry 
VI parts 1 and 2, which stars Hugh 
Bonneville, Sally Hawkins, Benedict 
Cumberbatch and Michael Gambon. 

Sir Ian's 1995 version of Richard III 
has been restored and will get a 
premiere at the BFI Southbank on 
April 28 including live chat with 
the actor and director Richard 
Longacre. 

His Richard III was shot around the 


capital, including at the old Bankside 
Power Station (now the Tate 
Modern), Battersea Power Station, 
Strawberry Hill House and Eltham 
Palace. 

Sir Ian said: "I have always thought 
it might be fun to take a bus tour 
around the sites of Richard III in 
London and you would watch snip¬ 
pets of the film sitting in the coach 
and then you would arrive at the 
location and see it in person." 

It seems the actor will get his wish, 
with such tours planned as part of 
the season.

Should you buy or rent? 


Whether to buy or rent a property 
can be one of the biggest and most 
significant decisions that you can 
make. Here in the UK we place 
a great emphasis on the pride of 
home ownership, but life is not 
always so simple as to make the 
choice an easy one, writes Anna 
Francis. 

Hopefully this round-up will 
assist you in deciding whether 
buying or renting a property is the 
best option for you in 2016. 

From April of this year, there will 
be a 3% surcharge on each stamp 
duty band for buy-to-let landlords 
and those buying second homes. It 
is estimated that this new charge 
will have gathered around an extra 
£1bn for the treasury in the next 
five years. However, the move could 
(and is likely to) have far reaching 
consequences. 

The changes mean that (for 
example) the 2% stamp duty on a 
property worth between £125,000 
and £250,000 will increase to 
5%. With the average buy-to- 


let mortgage sitting at around 
£184,000, this increase will mean 
that landlords will need to come 
up with an extra £5,520, once the 
changes are implemented in April. 

Not only are buy-to-let investors 
going to have to deal with the 
increase in stamp duty, but also 
in capital gains tax. They will get 
a lower rate of tax relief on their 
mortgage payments (due to be 
introduced in 2017), and also have 
to pay all capital gains tax within 
30 days of selling a property, 
instead of at the end of the tax 
year. 

You may be thinking that this 
doesn't affect you as the tenant - 
but if you expect that your landlord 
is just going to soak up these extra 
charges, then you may need to 
think again. 

Just as government policy looks 
set to cause massive problems to 
tenants and landlords alike, other 
changes promise to offer a hand 
up for those looking to take the first 
tentative steps onto the property 


ladder. 

Downing Street has announced 
that it will be looking to use 
public land to build 200,000 
properties for first time buyers 
under the age of 40, that will be 
sold at below the market rate. 

The government also wants to 
encourage local councils to give 
land with planning permission to 
people who want to build their own 
homes. The proposed regeneration 
of the railway system is also 
expected to contribute towards 
freeing up enough public land for 
150,000 homes. 

The council house Right to 
Buy scheme, introduced some 
years ago, allows council tenants 
to purchase their home from the 
government at a heavily discounted 
rate (up to 70%). The scheme 
shall now be extended to include 
those who rent from housing 
associations. On top of all of 
this, inheritance tax on properties 
below £1m will end.

What's new? The Renegade is a 
chunky little crossover with SUV 
looks and, at the top end of the 
range, the guts to back up its 
beefy appearance. It's yours in more 
efficient two-wheel or surprisingly 
capable four-wheel drive guises, 
including a Trail Rated version that 
adds a small fortune to the price 
but turns it into a tenacious little 
off-roader. 

The Night Eagle is a special 
edition limited to just a few hun¬ 
dred units in the UK, with a handful 
of European markets getting small 
numbers as well. It gets some 
specification upgrades, although 
these haven't been fully confirmed 
for the UK market yet, and a semi- 
matt dark grey paint option that 
looks the business. 

Looks and image: Who doesn't 
love a limited edition, right? Buyers 
will hope that extra kudos points 
attached to Night Eagle models will 
improve residual values, but don't 
count on dealer-sourced finance to 
reflect that. Still, the chance to own 
something much less common has 
got to carry some weight in the 
showroom. Personally I love the 
Renegade's style. It has signature 
Jeep features like the seven-section 
grille and the trapezoidal wheel 


arches, but the boxy shape around 
them is as classic as it is contempo¬ 
rary. From the high driver's seat, the 
bonnet bulges into view and makes 
the car feel both bigger and mean¬ 
er than it really is. 

Space and practicality: The boot 
is quite big thanks to the height on 
offer. At 351 litres you'll find more 
space than in a Ford Focus but less 
than in a Seat Leon or the Renault 
Captur with its seats pushed all the 


way back for maximum rear 
legroom. The Captur's boot is 
expandable to an amazing 455 
litres, too, so there are better 
options for space hunters. 

There's ample rear legroom, to 
give the Renegade its credit, but 
unlike the Cherokee Night Eagle, it 
holds onto cloth seats. The 
Cherokee equivalent gets leather. 
Practicality in the smaller car 
should be boosted by rear parking 


sensors, which aren't standard on 
the Longitude model upon which 
the Night Eagle is based. 

Behind the wheel: You sit high 
above the road, eyeballing van driv¬ 
ers and surveying the kingdom of 
your driveway, if you have one. 
You're almost above the pedals 
compared to the driving position in 
lower cars, but there's plenty of 
space and the steering wheel 
doesn't clash with your knees. 


Dark styling details are Night 
Eagle add-ons but very little is 
different to an ordinary Renegade. 

The diesel engine is a bit noisy 
here, but it's strong at low revs, 
punting the little Jeep up the road 
easily. It could be taller-geared for 
lower cruising revs, but the other 
side of the coin is that down-shifts 
are rarely needed for motorway 
overtakes. The ride strikes an 
average for the sector, between 


comfort and sportiness. 

Value for money: It's true there's 
not that much going on to tempt 
too much extra money out of buy¬ 
ers, but technological additions do 
add a bit of value. The choice could 
turn out to be a coin-toss between 
this and a standard but higher-spec 
Renegade. There are many people 
out there, though, that just want 
that extra exclusivity, and the Night 
Eagle hits the spot.
